It looks a s if there will be no lei^a l 
duck hunting: next sea son. 
The niov e- 
inent for a closed sea son ga ins momen­ 
tum. 
The Na tiona l Associa tion of Audu­ 
bon Societies 
sounds 
a cla rion ca ll to 
North America n sportsmen ‘‘who ha v e a t 
hea rt the preserv a tion of the na tion’s v a lu­ 
a ble wild life.” 
It sa ys it ha s “ sta rtling 
ev idence” of tlie sca rcity of ducks. 
Its 
Informa tion is “ ba sed not only upon our 
field inv estiga tions in the importa nt con­ 
centra tion a rea s ca st of the Mississippi, 
but a lso upon those of v a rious other de­ 
penda ble a gencies.” 
The present critica l situa tion dema nds 
1‘relega ting to the ba ckground incidenta l 
issues such a s ba iting, ba g-limits, hours of 
shooting, liv e decoys, sing boxes or ba t­ 
teries, a nd ca ll for concentra tion on the 
two^most effectiv e mea ns of limiting the 
kill.” 
The ducks must be protected if 
sportsmen’s “ children a nd their children’s 
children a re to enjoy in the future wha t 
ha s been a fa scina ting sport.” 
The a ssocia tion sa ys tha t opposition to 
the proposed a ction 
“ will 
come 
from 
some who, judging the na tiona l wa ter­ 
fowl supply by loca l concentra tions, do 
not rea lize the extent 
of 
the depletion 
•W'hich ha s ta ken pla ce; from those who 
look upon a duck or a goose a s something 
prima ril}'' to serv e their sport, or a s a 
food, or a s a source of income; from 
some who ha v e fina ncia l interest in the 
sa le of guns or a mmunition; from some 
who ha v e fina ncia l interests in rea l es­ 
ta te, the v a lue of wliich a closed sea son 
might a dv ersely a ffect; from those who 
ma inta in 
duck clubs’ a s a commercia l 
business for profit. 
These persons a re 
a ctua ted 
by 
quite 
na tura l 
a nd 
under­ 
sta nda ble motiv es.” 
J a y N. Da rling, chief of the federa l bu­ 
rea u of biologica l surv ey, sa id he wa s 
neither optimistic 
nor 
pessimistic, but 
“ hopeful” with respect to the wa terfowl 
situa tion. 
The 
impression wa s tha t a 
closed sea son wa s not unlikely. 
All the 
ev idence is tha t the ducks v ita lly need 
much grea ter protection tha n they ha v e 
been receiv ing. 
Area s in which ducks 
ha v e been plentiful were without ducks 
this sea son. 
Sport a t a grea t number of 
preserv es wa s disa ppointing. 
The 
Na ­ 
tiona l Associa tion of Audubon Societies 
is without i)ower to decla re a closed sea ­ 
son, but its influence is gi'ea t. 
This in­ 
fluence combined 
with 
tha t of other 
a gencies which a re a la rmed a bout the 
wa terfowl will be giv en full considera ­ 
tion by the gov ernment a uthorities. 
It ha s been increa singly pa tent tha t a 
closed sea son on 
wa terfowl 
\v ould be 
found 
necessa ry. 
Arguments 
of 
other * 
yea rs ha v e 
been 
jTrov ed 
wrong. 
The 
long-held belief tha t ducks could not be 
reduced to a condition bordering on ex­ 
tinction ha s been exploded.

Aixhitects a re striv ing to sa v e a s much 
of the la ndma rk a s they ca n. 
The ma rket, the Associa ted Press in­ 
forms, is one of the few rema ining links 
ith the curious “ culture a nd a ba ndon of 
the quixotic old city, which could bring 
gla nd opera to the New World, or ma ke 
heroes of pira tes— a city which could sur­ 
v iv e Spa nish a nd PT’ench rule a nd still be 
America n without losing its foreign tinge. 
“ The la ngua ges of ha lf a dozen na tions 
ca n be hea rd in the ma rket a s thrifty 
housewiv es ha ggle ov er prices of mer­ 
cha ndise. 
And petty qua rrels bring rem- 
iniscenses of ca v a lier da ys when a ca re­ 
less word mea nt a duel. 
Ev erything is 
helter-skelter, 
but

sub stances, 
including liuman 
skin, 
through the action of the ultra-vio­ 
let ray s of the sun.

and after b eing formed it is carried 
to the liver to b e stored. For that 
leason livers are likely to contain
